Due  to  the  retirement  of  Mr , Russell, Assista,nt 
Sanitary  Inspector , during  the  year, exact  numbers  of  inspections  carried 
out  are  not  bailable . Regular  inspections  were  carried  out  however  in^ 
conhection  with  a.11  aspects  of  public  health  in  the  district,  The  routine 
v/ork  of  the  department  was  carried  out  satisfactorily.

Repairs  to  these  clwellin^;s  are  carried  out  as  necessary  by  local 
tradesmen,  due  to  tl^  Council  not  employing  a ..tradesman  to  carry  out  this 
worh  of  maintenance. Duhinp  I952  a total  of  £381  - I _ 10^  v/as  spent  on 
housing  repairs  and  renovations. 

As  the  Council  fully  realise  there  is  an  urpent  need  for  the 
re-housinp  of  the  tenants  of  the  temporary  dwellini;;s  at  Wombleton 
Aerodrom.e  and  Vivers  Camp,  Kirbymoor side.  • ■ • ■ 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  is  not  yet  completed  and  it  is  consicered 
that  a complete  restart  be  made  of  the  Survey  in  1953 is  pointed  out  i. 
hovrever  that  the  advantages  of  a completed  Survey  are  few, due  principally 
to  the  lad:  of  workable  le, :1  slation . The’  inf ormation  obtained  from  a " 
complete  survey  will  be  of  [;reat  value  when'  new  housing;  law  is  brought 
into  beinpy  , , 


PUBLIC  CLEAMSINU ^ 

At  the  end  of  195^  three  men  v/ore  emplo.yed  by  this  Council  to 
carrj^  out  all  m.anual  v/ork  o.ppurtaninp  to  this  dejpa-rtment . This  work 
includes  refuse  collection, maintenance  of  water  supplies, and  sewape 
disposal  works  , cleansin.j  of  certain  , putters  , o,nd  numerous  other  minor 
•jobs. 


Weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  in  Kirbymoorside  and 
the  larper  villages, and  a monthly  service  is  plven  elsewhere  unless 
extenuatliy;  circumstances  prevent  thds. 

Two  tips  v/ere  in  use  at  the  end  of  I952.0ne  at  Cillamoor  Road, 
Kirb.ymoorside,  and  one  at  Na,wton.The  tip  at  Kirbymoorside  is  rapidly 
becoming  filled  ' and  stejps  will  have  to  be  taken  to  procure  0.  new  site 
for  tipping,  , •

o.lso  a definite  need  for  the  provision  of  a service  for 
^ , septic  tanks, ashpits  etc. The  requests  for  the  emptying 

of  Ghese  forms  of  sanitation  .are  increa.sin,p,  and  at  the  present  time 
there^ is  no  satisfactory  method  of  emptying  vhien  the  need  arises. 
Probably  the  amalgamation  v/ith  neighbouring  Authorities  might  .be

^ The  la-r^.’er  populated  portions  of  the  district  have  very  so.ti sf ac tory 
supplies  of  water, and  on  the  completion  of  the  v.ater  scheme  in  I953 
practically  ajil  parishes  will  have  a mains  supply. 


All  siipplies  are  sampled  for  bacteriological  analysis  regularly 
'•^.nd^  the  samples  for  the  yeo.r  indicate  that  the  supplies  from  the  moorland 
springs  are  quite  satisfactory , though  lia,ble  to  sudden  contaialnation , 

This  contamination  is  thou,;ht  to  bo  due  to  surfa,ce  water  wo-shin.’  in'

The  sewa':e  treatment  works  at  Kirbj^  Mills  is  ;:reatly  overburdened 
and  urgent  consideration  should  be  given  to  proposals  for  improvements. 
The  final  effluent  is  oonstantl.y  'bad'  and  cannot  be  otherwise  with  the 
works  in  their  present  condition. 

There  is  also  a growing  need  for  the  construction  of  sewage 
treament  wor]:s  in  the  larger  villages ^ 

During  the  year  the  6"  sewer  in  Swineh'^rd  Lane  was  extendo-d  120  ydi 
to  facilitate  the  drainage  of  two  cotta<:es  erected  for  Lt, Col, Holt, 
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The  joint  ccheme  for  the  sev/ering  of  Nawton  in  the  Kirkb-'/moorside 
R.D.and  Harome  and  Beadlam  in  the  Helmsley  R.D.ho.s  proceeded  steadily 
throughout  1952; and  should  be  completed  in  the  coming  year. 


All  new  f’.  virago  "^ork  is  inspected  and  tested  with  the  water 
test; and  advice  is  given  on  drainage  lay-outs . Maintenance  work  is 
carried  out  constantly  to  Council  owned  septic  tanks  and  to  open 
sewage  ditches, In  addition, clearing  of  choked  drains  and  sewers 
is  carried  out  when  necessary c

is  o,n  ever  increasing  number  of  septic  tanks  being  constructed 
the  di strict , together  v/ith  W.C.s, baths  and  vrash-basins , 


FOOD  ADMINISTRATION . 

Routine  checks  were  made  on  all  premises  dealing  in  food, and  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  .cleanliness  is  observed. 

The  principle  retailer  of  milk  in  the  district  is  Ryedale  Dairies, 
Wombleton  from  v/hich  milk  is  delivered  to  nearly  all  paid  she s , Samples 
are  ta^'ien  regularly  for  o.nalysis  both  by  this  department  and  the  North 
Riding  Health  Of fleers . Samples  maintain  a satisfactory  standard. 

Ice  cream  sold  in  the  district  is  mos-tl.y  of  the  pre-packed  type 
delivered  to  the  shops  by  manufacturers  from  outside  the  Kirk'bymoorside 
district. All  ice  cream  is  samgDled  at  the  source  and  also  by  this 
department ; and  a consistently  good  standard  is  maintained. All  shops 
selling  ice  cream  are  reglstorod  b^r  this  Authority. 

There  is  one  ice  cream  manufacturer  in  Kirkb emoorside  district  - 
Coverdale, Vivers  Place, kirbymoorside, The  premises  are  inspected  and 
a high  stando.rd  of  cleanliness  is  observed.  Samples  taken  are  good,  and 
every  effort  is  made  to  produce  good  quality  ice  cream.
